Macao says,—Houses long 
untenanted, have been repaired and the 
quotations for rent are enhancing or reced- 
ing dally according to the nature of the 
political Reuter’s telegrams. The general 
Impression here is thatthe altuation is so 
eritical that a declaration of war between 
England and Russis is now 4 question of 
hours, and that affluent families of Kong- 
kong will resort to Macao for safety. A 
manston has just beon bought by the Bishop 
for the accommodation of the Italian Sisters 
of Oharity of Calne Road and thelr feminine, 
regiment of orphans, numbering, I under- 
atand, about five hundred. 

Though I don’t believe that the Russians 
ill be ao madas to pay you a bellicose visit, 
Tam glad to see thet you are well prepared 
for the worst, The volunteer corps, now 
being formed, will be a great help to the 
regulars.’
